of March or end of February, Ann. Dom. 1667, when he ſig-

of War of 34 Guns and 180 Men, with whom. he fought ſome days 
before in ſight of that Bay from two in the afternoon till the night 
put an end to that days work, All that night the Pembrook ge 
carrying out a Light for the Zealander, and the next morning, ve- 
ing to the Windward,fir'd a Gun and bore up to-reingage her ; but the 
Zealander being the nimbler ſailer bore away once or twice before the 
wind, declining any further diſpute;, which the Frigat perceiving and 
fearing to be put to Leeward of the Port by a fruitleſs purſuit, the 
Wind then blowing a ſtrong Levant, came again for the Bay, which 
the Zealander wanted nor the confidence to boaſt of as a mark, of hus 
Vittory. . Since this the Frigat being put 4 ſhore to waſh and tallow, the 
Zealander made ſeveral Challenges, but wert out again to Sea before 
the Frigat could get ready. Tefterday morning the Zea\ander coming 
in, the Frigat being fns; went out to meet him, and paſſed five times 
upon him within Piſtol ſtor, until the Zealander finding the ſervice 
roo hot, © bore in for the Bay, purſned” for a long timt*by the Prigat, 
who being . unable to Jonrryr him, fir'd her Chaſe-Gim and ſtood our 
again 40-Sta.; the Zealander anſwering ber Challenge with' a friend- 
ly Salute of three Guns to Leeward';, but yet thought it convenzent to 
put into the Bay, where he triumphantly fred all bis Gims, leaving 
the Pembrook at Sea in vain attending him till the next morning, 
The Captain of the Zealand afterwards came aſhore, endeavouring to 
parks: » the People that bis Main-Maſt was diſabled, and that he 
wanted Shot for bis Guns, In this Diſpute the Frigat had” ſeven Men 
killed and fo hurt, but none mortally; and ber Fore- Maſt ſomewhat 
diſabled, but will ſpeedily be refitred and made ſerviceable.

Admiral X&mpthorn and his Sqadron, from Cadiz and St. Lucar, 
weiit towards the Streights mouth ro 'meet the Pembrook,, with 
ſixteen or ſeventeen fail of Merchants under his Convoy 3 and 
having found them, fayl'd for England, and came' all into Port 
at Plymouth about the middle of May, only the Pembrook had the 
misfortune off of the Iſland of.

where he. en:ertained Mis Majeſty» at a very ſplendid Din- 
ner ;. Which ended, the King was- placed, as a- particular 
Mark of his Favour towards the Admiral; and great fatis- 
faftion in his Condut and good Services, to declare his 
Royal Intentions, of conferring upon him--the: Title -and 
Dignity of an Ezxrl of his Kingdom, ( as he had before 
made him ' one of the Commiſſioners of the,  Admiral-

At. the ſame time His Majeſty was alſo- pleaſed to con- 
ferr the Honour of Knighthood upon Captain Jobn Aſhby 
Commander of the Defiance, the firſt Ship which engaged 
with "the French at the Bantry, and fince-one of the Com- 
miſſioners for exerciſing the Office. of the Addfftalcy after 
the AdmiraPs-Digreſs: And on Captain Cloudeſly Shovel, 
who had ſo often ſfignalized his perſonal Valour in- his 
Ceuntries Service ; particularly at 7rjpoly formerly, un- 
der Sir F. Narberough, and lately in the. Haven of 
Dublin. 

Beſides this, to encourage and reward the brave Seamen, 
he diſtributed among thoſe engaged in the late Bruſh with 
the French Fleet, a Donative of Ten fhillings a man, a-- 
mounting to Two thouſand'fix hundred pound. 


| Nor can any imagine,. unleſs - they know the Seamen 
well ,. and. have been -preſent -at- occaſions of. that na« 
ture, With. what Joy and;Acclamations both the c—_ 
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and - all: the Jeamen received, ſo. great an Hgtiour. from His 
Majeſty ,- whom they entertained with [loud Shouts and 
Huzza's, and with all the Demonfrations of a true 
reſontion to employ their Lives in His Majeſti:s Ser- 
_ vice, who ſoon after went , aſhore and return:d to the 
place where he formerly Lodged, - Nor was he.in this pro- 
miſe,-any, more. than. the reſt. of his Life, worſe than his 
word ; for ſome ſmall time after he 'was .pleaſed to create 
him Earl of Torrinzron, (one of the Titles of the Late Duke 
of _ Albemarle) and Baron Herbert of Torbay, in the County 
of Devo", the Place where he firſt Landed. Add' to this 
the Thanks of the Houfe of Commons to his Lordſhip for the 
Service - he did..the Natian in Bantry Bay; and it's hardly 
poſſible to immagine a man in the Admiral's Station Greater 
or Happier than he at that time was, Favour'd by his Prince, 
Honour'd by his Country, by all men either Admir*d or 
Envy'd.

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to-unmoor, and the next morning weighted-and ſtood. out 
to Sea, coming to an Anchor againſt Duryer, The day af- 
ter the Dutch joyned us with ſeventeen Sail. . The 25th. our 
Fleet diſcovered the French between them and the ſhore. 
[The 26th. a Council of Flag-Offieers was called on board 
the: Admiral, where twas agreed (not to fight the French, 
ſuppoſing them too - ſtrong for. us,). but to. plye to the 
Eaſt as far as the Flats of the Foreland, and there in- 
tangle them-in the Sands. From that time our Fleet {fill 
kept turning to the Eaſt till Sunday Evening, when after 
a Council twas agreed to engage the French the next day, 
and accordingly the ſignal was given for a Line of Bat- 
tle, which the- Seamen received with all the Demonſtra- 
tions of Joy imaginable. 

This was off the Beachy-Head, the Dutch in the Van, 
the Red in the Body, the Blew in the Rear. The Dutch 
and part of the blew. preſs'd the French ſo hard, they 
gave way before them all the former part of the - Fight, 
but few of tift red came up, on which the - Body of 
the French Fleet made. up to the Dutch, and handled 
thenr very ſeverely. Yet. about five of the Clock, the 
French bore- away and fſeem'd to think, | they had 
eriough of to warm an Entertalnment. 
 - We loſt not one Ship. in the Fight, and the Dutch 
but one, tho ſeyeral diſabled, and afterwards burnt b 


-our own men to hinder them from falling into the hands 


of the Euemy. 

The Account the Engliſh Gazet gives us of this Aftion, be- 
ing very ſhprt,we ſhall here alſo-add.[t ſays, only this, that on 
the 30, of June, we engaged the”French-Fleert,confiſting of 82 
Men of War, on Monday about nine in the morning, off of 
Beochy ;, the Dutch Squadrons leading the Van, and b-havy- 
irg themſelves very. bravely: The fight laſted till 
towards cvening, when. the French bore away and came 
afterwards- to an Anchor, haveing rec-ived conſiderable 
damage.

The -Account the Enemies themſclves give of this Action, 
is, that the Dutch behaved themſelves extreamly well : As 
to the Engliſh Admiral , they ſay, never was better Ship 
nor worſe commanded. —But they are Enemies, and we are 
*not bound to believe all they ay. We have indeed an Ac- 
count of a Letter from the Eng!» Court to'my Lord Durſeley 
in Holland, which ſays, that the Dutch Squadron behav*d 
themſelves with ſo much Bravery, that had —(others)— 
done their Duty, we -ſhould in all probability had a com- 
pleat Victory. . 

On the other ſide, all — that a little while af- 
ter the Engagement begun by theVan-guard of our Fleet, 
'twas abſolutely impoſlible for the reſt to get up and joyn 
with them, the Wind failing, or being as they call it, beaten 
down with the violence of the 'Fight. | 

However, ſo great was the DiſatisfaQtion which'the Durch 
receiv'd by the heavieſt part of the Battle falling upon 
them, and the loſs of ſo maiiy of their Commanders, Ships 
and Men, that Complaints were immediately made- at the 
Engliſh Court, as well as Tumults in Hollazd, with Threats 
to pull down my Lord Dusſeleys Houſe ; the blame was 
all laid -on my Lord Torrington, and he. accordingly ſent 
for by- the Council, and after Examination, confined ; ſe-

At the. return of . His Majeſty. from /reland, when the

—All which the Commons heard and conſidered, 
but after all remitted him to that way of Tryal now pre- 
pared for him, made more clear and feaſible by a new A& 
concerning the Commiſſioners of the Admiralty, veſting 
in *em ſuch Powers as were ſufficieat for that and other 
ſuch ends. 

Accordingly his Tryal was now expedited with all the haſt 
poſlthle, His Majeſty refolving to have it over before His 
Paſſage to Holland ;, to which end, Commiſſioners were ap- 
pointed, the chief of whom was Sir Ralph Delavall ; a Jury 
- was ſummon'd conſtſting of a ſele&t number of Sea Captains 
then in the Thames and Medway ; and after many falſe Re- 
ports abent Town, he was at laſt carried down in the—— 
' Yacht, on Saturday the 6th fof December, Anno. Dom. 1690, 
to- Sheerneſs, on Board the Kent, -where his Judges, Jury,.and 
Accuſers were preſent, with the Witneſſes for and againſt 
him. | 

Let's leave him there for a little while, and return to Lon- 
. don whence he Departed; and certainly one-cannot eafily

ing. after ; many.” wiſe wagers being yet made of both ſides 
after it *was already decided; for by Thurſday carly, *twas 
all over.Town that he was acquitted ; by ſome eſteem'd and 
calPd ſurpriſing News, to the vexation of one- ſide, and joy 
of the other, juſt as their Aﬀections lead %em.
